2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited prior arts, alone or in combination, do not teach or fairly suggest a toy body with a 
magnetic display comprising said upper transparent flat-sheet member having iridescent 
luster or iridescence, said iridescent luster being caused by iridescent luster pigments 
comprising natural mica particles (i) having a particles size of from 5-300 pm, the 
surface of said particles being coated with 14-68% by weight of titanium oxide with a 
optical thickness in a range of 1 10 to 41 5 nm or (ii) coated by non-thermochromic dye or 
pigment or iron-oxide. 

These distinct features have been added to the independent claims 9, 10 and 
render the above limitations are allowable.
